We held Quarterly Meetings on January 10, April 18, July 17, and October 10 ; and 
Special Meetings on March 8, May 14, and August 29. At the Meeting of January 10, 

Jg elected the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, D.D., D.Sc., to be our Chairman, and 
Anthony Traill, Esq., S.F.T.C.D., to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table of 
the attendances of the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. III., p. 9.

The Viscount I/imerick Endowment, Dundalk. — Three Schools established their claim Viscount 
to share in this Endowment, namely St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for twelve pupils; £™ erick 
the Christian Schools for fifteen pupils ; and the Educational Institution for seven Bndowmeai 
pupils. We divided the sum of £5.2 13s. 3d. amongst them, in proportion to these 
numbers. 


Die Banks Endowment, Eyrecourt, — We have not yet been able to settle any plan Banks, 
for the application of the income of this Endowment. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix D, IY. and V., we give Summaries of our Rentals for the years 1899- Rentals and 
1900, together with our Agent’s Accounts for the corresponding periods. We have AocountB - 
omitted the Fermanagh Estate, the sale of which is nearly completed. 

.Vote. — Since the close of the year, we made our application to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests, and that body informed us that they were ready to grant our application, in all respects, except 
as to the proposed alteration of Section 85 of the Scheme. "We accordingly -withdrew our application so far as 
d tATtlr Section, 'whereupon the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests, by Order 

ed May 14, 1902, amended the Original Scheme so as to carry into effect the other proposed alterations, 
e print injra, Appendix 42-44, the Resolution embodying our original application, and the Amending Scheme.

The sale of the Fermanagh Estate is nearly completed. Only three holdings remain 
to be sold! and we believe that, with respect to two of them, the contracts will shortly 
be ready for execution by us.

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The total number of pupils on the rolls is ten less than during the year 1899-1900. Boarders have 
increased by thirty, but the day pupils are forty less. There has been a slight increase hi the number 
of pupils who proceeded to the Intermediate Examinations. The number ot those who passed is the same as 
in the year 1899-1900, and accordingly the efficiency of the Schools, as measured by success at the 
Intermediate Examinations, is fractionally less than that of the year 1899-1900, being 68 per cent., as 
against 68'8 per cent.; but, on the other hand, it is 2-3 per cent, higher than the average for the whole 
country. 

None of the Schools failed to qualify by passing less than seven pupils in the subjects prescribed by the 
Scheme. 

With one exception, the Schools, as a whole, have maintained their position, and in some cases, notably 
that of Armagh Royal School, have decidedly improved. 

The record of St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, is not good. Out of 54 pupils within the prescribed ages, 
and in the receipt of regular Intermediate Instruction, only 29 were presented for examination, and of these 
only 14 passed. Some of the failures were cases of very backward boys in the Preparatory Grade, and 
some, no doubt, were over-age pupils in the higher grades, and as I have no reason to doubt the efficiency or 
zeal of the Teaching Stall', I am at a loss to account for the backwardness of the School, unless it be owing to 
the feeling of unrest due to the prospective changes in the Intermediate System. 

Raphoe Royal School, which in 1900 failed to qualify, has just succeeded in passing the minimum number 
of qualified pupils. There is still considerable room for improvement in this School, and I think the main 
cause of the trouble is to be found in the very complicated nature of the Time Table of Studies, 
aud in the wide extent of the Curriculum, ranging from University Arts — Honours, down to almost 
Elementary Education. It is right, however, for me to state that Mr. Bain has had considerable trouble 
with some of his Assistant Teachers, but I have good reason to believe that this difficulty has been got over. 
In future Mr. Bain will not take any University pupils beyond the Matriculation stage. 

Outbreaks of scarlatina and German measles occurred in Enniskillen and Dungannon Royal Schools. The 
latter complaint appears to have been endemic in the North of Ireland ; the sickness was of a very mild type 
and produced no ill effects. The scarlatina in Portora was undoubtedly brought into the School by a boarder 
returning from vacation. There were but two cases in all ; and the prompt and efficacious measures taken by 
the School authorities stopped the spread of the disease. The outbreak was in no way due to defective 
sanitary ai'rangements in this School. 

It is not so easy to determine how the scarlatina broke out in Dungannon. The date at which the disease 
showed itself precludes the possibility of its having been introduced by a boarder returning from vacation. 
Scarlatina seems to have been prevalent in the district, and was probably communicated through one of the 
Day boys. The outbreak led to a full examination and investigation of the drainage system of the School, 
which was found to be defective in several particulars ; and I am convinced that the results on the pupils of 
the defects in the drainage system, rendered them more liable to infection from the epidemic in question, if, 
indeed, that system was not directly responsible for the attack. The Tyrone Protestant Board have determined, 
very wisely, to carry out radical improvements in the drainage system of the School. It is right to add, that 
every possible precaution against the spread of the disease appeal's to have been taken by Mr. Dill, with the 
best results. 

In eight of the Schools Ml preparations are being made for the carrying out of the course of instruction in 
Experimental Science, which has been approved by the Department of Technical Instruction. The authorities 
of St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, and St Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, have elected to pursue the 
“ Grammar School Course ” as prescribed by the new Intermediate Rules, but without Experimental Science. 
I have pointed out that this will prevent them obtaining any Passes in the Preparatory Grade after the 
year 1902. 

During the past year Natural Philosophy or Chemistry was taught to a greater or less degree in all the 
Schools, and, in all but four cases, experimentally. 

Hie general condition of the School Buildings is satisfactory. The new drainage system at Cavan 
Royal School has been completed, with the approval and certificate of the Engineer of the Dublin Sanitary 
Association, and although I am sorry to report the occurrence of a case of scarlatina in the School recently, 
the outbreak of the complaint was clearly traceable to infection brought from without,. There has been only 
one case. 

The authorities of Saint Eunan’s Seminary have decided to erect New School Premises adjoining the 
“ Literary Institute,’’ where the School is at present carried on. 

The New Academy at Dungannon is almost completed, and will shortly be open for School business. 


I beg to report the compliance by each of the Schools with the requirements of the Scheme, in respect of 
the School year ended August 1, 1901.

L — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The Armagh Protestant Local Board take a lively interest in tie welfare of the Royal School

Armagh Royal School. 

I look upon the success and prosperity of this School as assured. The numbers in attendance 
have increased from fifty-three to sixty-seven. Twenty-eight boys proceeded to the IuTer 

mediate Examinations twenty. two of whom passed generally, and sixteen of whom qualified 

under the Scheme. All the Grades were represented, and the results prove the efficiency 
of the teaching imparted. I have only to express my high approval of Armagh Royal 
School as an Educational Institution. ® J 

The general condition of the School buddings is good. Ample provision is being made for the 
teaching of Experimental Science, in a fully equipped laboratory, admirably adapted for 
Scheme' P ° Se ' Armagl1 E ° yal Schod has abun ^antly fulfilled the requirements of the 


II . — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The provisions of the Scheme have been duly carried into effect by the Governing Bodv No 
step has been taken in the direction I indicated last year as to increasing the°value of one 
of the Tree Places. If the interest on the savings of the Board— which, in my opinion 
should he invested were added to the value of an ordinary Eree Place, a prize worth com- 
peting for by boys living at a distance would be created. 


■St. Patrick's College, Armagh. 

The number of pupils at St. Patrick’s College is still declining. Last year there were but 
thirty-seven pupils in attendance, as against forty-four the previous year. The Course of 
Practical Natural Philosophy, which was added last year, does not seem to have had the 
effect ot attracting more pupils. This decrease in numbers merits the serious consideration 
of the Local Board. 

Only sixteen pupils proceeded to the Intermediate Examinations, of whom thirteen passed. 
It is pleasing to note that all the Senior Grade competitors succeeded in passing. Twenty- 
one pupils within the prescribed ages received the regular course of instruction required by 
the Scheme. In my opinion the School has complied with the requirements of the Scheme, 
but I consider it a matter for regret that so many of the pupils who are receiving the benefits 
of the good education of St. Patrick’s College, exceed the limit of that age which reason and 
experience, as well as the terms of the Scheme, indicate as proper for the reception of 
Intermediate Education. 

A general class of Experimental Science was regularly held diming the year. I am informed 
that the School Authorities intend that the Grammar School Course of the Intermediate 
Education Board is to form the School curriculum in future. A general Experimental 
Science class will be held, but not according to the requirements of the Department of 
Technical Instruction. The Manager of the School, accordingly, will be unable to count 
his Preparatory Grade pupils for the Normal School Grant after 1902. 

The School buildings and premises are in good order, but I should be glad to see at least oue 
additional suitable class-room provided. One of the dormitories lias been turned into a 
temporary class-room, but it is not very suitable. 

The competition for Eree Place is still very slack ; it is, however, showing some signs of 
improvement. 


■III . — Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

The Local Board amply fulfils the duties imposed upon it by the Scheme. The School, owes 
much to the promptness and energy of the Board in securing the fee-simple interest in the 
play-fields which were held under rent from the representatives of the late Rev. W. Prior 
Moore. This step was rendered possible by the broad minded action of the Commissioners 
of Education in providing the purebase-money out of the capital of the Royal School 
endowment, taking the security of the play-fields themselves for repayment. 
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Cavan Royal School. 

This useful Scliool is holding its own, in point of numbers, and shows a very pleasing 
recovery in those subjects, in which weakness was exhibited last year. Twenty-two 
pupils were returned as receiving regular instruction in the prescribed Intermediate 
subjects during the year j the remainder were preparing for commercial life, or were under 
a^e, or were doing elementary work. Fourteen pupils competed at the Intermediate Ex- 
aminations, twelve passed, including three Exhibitioners, and three Prizemen, and eight 
passed in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. Educationally, Cavan Royal School has 
qualified to a high degree. The School premises and appliances are in excellent order. 
The sanitary system lately established is giving great satisfaction. ^ Arrangements are in 
progress for the establishment of a properly equipped experimental Science Laboratory.

IV. Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

I have no remarks to make with regard to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education, 
which appears to discharge its duties in a proper manner. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. 

While the numbers in attendance at St. Patrick’s College show a very satisfactory increase on 
the year 1 900, the educational work of the past School year appears to have left a good deal to 
be desired, Out of sixty-seven pupils, twenty-nine were examined by tlie Intermediate Board, 
and bnt fourteen passed. I am at a loss to explain this poor result. The teaching staff was 
substantially the same as that of the year 1900, but I cannot but think that, judged by results, 
the teaching cannot have been as successful during the year 1901 as in the previous year. 
For the current year there is a very large addition of ,l Freshmen ” in the Preparatory 
Grade, and I have reason to believe that in this, the first year under the new Inter- 
mediate Programme, the School will show a considerable increase of progress and efficiency. 

Experimental Science was taught to a Senior Class. The Laboratory will be duly equipped as 
required by the Department of Technical Instruction. Seven candidates competed for the two 
Free Places, the results of the examination being satisfactory. The School premises have 
been maintained in good order and condition. The School has complied with the require- 
ments of the Scheme.

V. Donegal Protestant Board of Education. 

The attendance of the members of the Local Board is good, and the business of the' 
Board is conducted in a proper manner. 

Raphoe Royal School. 

The numbers at Raphoe Royal School are again increasing, and I am pleased to note that 
many of the day pupils have become boarders, to their own advantage and the advantage of 
School. Compared with last year, there is an undoubted improvement in the efficiency of 
the School, but the standard is still a good deal too low. This, in my opinion, is due totwo' 
causes. The Time Table of studies is far too complicated, and the periods into which it is 
divided are of too short duration, being, in some cases, only twenty minutes long. And, in 
the second place, I think the Head-master was attempting too much in carrying out the 
very extended curriculum which ranged from the higher University Examinations down to 
elementary work. I do not think the work of an Intermediate School should extend higher 
than the Honour course of University Matriculation. Latin is still a weak point. The 
requirements of the Scheme, as well as the Charter of Foundation of Raphoe Royal School, 
point to the necessity of efficient and extended teaching in at least one Grammar School 
subject. Out of fifteen pupils who passed the Intermediate Examinations generally, and 
who took Latin as one of the subjects seven — five boys and two girls — failed to 
qualify under the Scheme solely because they failed to pass in Latin. At the same time, as 
seven pupils passed in the qualifying subjects, and as there are distinct signs of general 
improvement, the School should be considered as having complied with the requirements of 
the Scheme. 

The School buildings in general are in proper codition. Considerable improvements have 
been effected in the dormitories and the approaches thereto. An excellent laboratory is m 
processes of equipment according to the rules of the Department of Technical Instruction. 
The water supply of the School is still a source of trouble, but I think a great deal of this, 
might be removed by utilising the existing force. pump.

In number of pupils St. Elman's Seminary is still on the downward grade. This must be 
so as long as a purely Grammar School education is given in the School, and i W as 
the School is held in the existing School premises. I reported fully on this subiect°last 
year and I am now glad to report that plans have been practically agreed upon for the 
erection of new and suitable School buildings. I think the plans may be improved bv 
the addition of a hat and coat and boot-room, and suitable lavatory and water-closet 
arrangement. There were twenty.three Intermediate pupils, all under regular instfuefabn- 
the remainder, eighteen in number, being either very backward, or altogether over-are' 
All the Intermediate pupils were presented for examination, sixteen passed generaliv and 
thirteen passed m the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. There is a decided impro“ 
ment m the Mathematical subjects. A book course of Experimental Physics lias been 
pursued with a small class. It is intended that the “Grammar School ” course be pursued 
m the Seminary without practical Experimental Science. The Preparatory Grade punils 
will accordingly be excluded from the Intermediate School roll after 1902. 


The Free Place Examination attracted no less than thirteen candidates. The answering 
however, was very poor, and indicates the difficulties the School staff have to overcome 
with the generality of the pupils who commence their Intermediate studies at St. Eunan’a. 
The Seminary however, has fulfilled the requirements of the Scheme to entitle it to share 
m the Raphoe Royal School Endowment.

VII. — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

As usual, the Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education have discharged their duties in a 
satisfactory manner. The success and efficiency of the School is due, to no inconsiderable- 
extent, to the accord and good feeling which exists between the Board and the Head 
Master. 

Portora Royal School. 

The number of pupils at Portora was the same as in the previous year, viz., 101. Sixty-nine 
of the boys were within the prescribed ages, and were regularly instructed in the ordinary 
Intermediate subjects, including the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. Fifty-three pupils 
were presented at the Intermediate Examinations in June, and thirty-live passed generally. 
Twenty-three pupils passed in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. "With one important 
exception in the Senior Grade, the record of all subjects is good, in some cases brilliant. 
The Second Exhibition in Middle Grade, with a medal for Mathematics, aud the Fourth 
Exhibition in the Junior Grade, with a prize for Greek Composition, are successes of which 
Dr. Biggs should be proud. On the other hand, five of the seven boys who went in and 
who passed in the Senior Grade, failed in Latin Grammar. This blot spoils what 
otherwise would have been an excellent Intermediate record. 

"With regard to the Time Table of Studies, I have to repeat my opinion already expressed, 
that there should be a break — of say a quarter of an hour — in Morning School. The 
Head Master disagrees with me on this point, but I would suggest whether he could not meet 
my view, without taking from the time of School, by giving a quarter of an hour’s recrea- 
tion at 11 o’clock, and taking the third period from 11.15 to 12.15. “ 

The buildings are in good condition, but I think the roof generally, and the valleys thereof 
in particular, will require a good deal of attention. 

Active preparations are being made for the practical teaching of Experimental Physics and 
Chemistry in a suitable laboratory, fitted and equipped according to the requirements of 
the Department of Technical Instruction. 

1 learned with regret that two cases of scarlatina broke out in the School in the spring of 
the year. I have carefully inquired into the origin of the sickness in each case, and I am 
quite satisfied that the illness was not contracted at Portora, nor was it due in the smallest 
degree to any defect in the sanitary arrangements of the School, which, in my opinion, are 
adequate and sufficient. 

Portora fully maintains its character as a high-class Secondary School, and amply fulfils the 
purposes for which it was established under the Scheme.

VIII . — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board has duly discharged its duties under the Scheme 
The attendance of the lay members might be better. As a consequence, two vacancies in 
the Governing Body, which occurred early in the year, could not be filled until the July 
meeting. This Board makes full and good use of its large income. 
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St. Macarteris Seminary, Monaghan. 

Thirty-three of the thirty-nine pupils at St. Macar ten’s proceeded to the Intermediate Ex- 
aminations, and twenty-three passed, all of whom, with one exception, passed in the 
subjects prescribed by the Scheme. The results, on the whole, are very good. 

An experimental Science Class was conducted during the year with considerable success. 
The Laboratory is in process of equipment, pursuant to the requirements of Technical 
Instruction. It is intended that the “ Grammar School Course,” with the addition of 
Experimental Science and Drawing, shall be adopted as the curriculum of the School, 
he premises are in good order, and I am glad to notice that the School Authority has 
adopted certain improvements, which I suggested, with regard to the furnishing of the 
students’ bedrooms. The Free Place Examination proved as popular as in previous years 
St. Macarten’s Seminary has fully complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

IX . — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

The affairs of the Royal School and the promotion of Intermediate Education in Dungannon 
have largely occu pied the attention of the local Board. Outbreaks of scarlatina and measles 
led to a further and thorough examination of the drainage system of the School, which 
was found to be defective in several particulars. In consequence, the Local Board have 
resolved to renew the entire drainage and sanitary system of the School. The cost will 
be considerable, but the money will he well spent. The Local Board have completed 
arrangements for opening a girls’ department of the Royal School, under the care of Miss 
MacDermott, by taking over the existing and successful Girls’ School, hitherto carried on 
by that lady in part of the School buildings which is not used for the Boys’ School. This 
new departure is much to be commended. 


Dungannon Royal School. 

Notwithstanding serious outbreaks of scarlatina and German measles, Dungannon Royal 
School was successfully conducted during the past year. The roll of pupils is still 
increasing. Forty-four of the sixty-seven pupils at the School were within the age limits 
of the Scheme, and pursued a regular course of Intermediate Education. Twenty-eight 
of these entered for the Intermediate Examinations, and twenty passed generally. 
Fourteen pupils satisfied the requirements of the Scheme. The results are satisfactory, 
and I think the Head Master has reason to be satisfied with the year’s work. With 
regard to the prize money given by the Governors, 1 think a portion should be set aside 
for prizes for over-age and backward pupils, to stimulate and encourage them, seeing that 
they are precluded by age or want of capacity from competing for rewards offered by the 
Intermediate Board. The School has in all respects complied with the requirements of 
the Scheme.

X . — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The provisions of the Scheme have been observed by the Local Board. Those members who 
attend at all attend well, but no less than four members never attended a single meeting 
during the year. This is unsatisfactory, and I think, in co-opting to fill vacancies so caused, 
the co-opting bodies should select persons who would show more interest in the promotion 
of Intermediate Education in the district. 

St. Patrick's Academy, Dungannon. 

The number of pupils has dropped from 72 to 56, 36 boys and 20 girls as against 48 boys 
and 24 girls in 1900. This is a serious falling off, but may be partly accounted for by the 
unsatisfactory character of the old School accommodation. Forty-four pupils, 26 boys and 
18 girls, proceeded to the Intermediate Examinations, of whom 30 passed— 16 .boys and 
14 girls. This compares well with the results of last year, but I think there is still a great 
deaf to be desired in raising the standard of efficiency generally of the higher Grades. The 
Manager hopes to open the new School premises very soon, and I have reason to believe 
that the opportunity will be taken of rearranging the teaching staff with some changes. 
The new School buildings are approaching completion, they will, when finished, fully 
satisfy the requirements of a high class Irish Intermediate School. St. Patrick’s Academy 
has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

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Scheme No. 111.— Preston; Queen's Co. Endowments. 

Due effect is given by the Governing Body to the provisions of the Scheme. Last year T 
drew attention to the advantage of each member of the School Authority advancing the 
interests of the School, each in his own district. Now that the School is making good 
progress, individual action by the members is not only not less useful, hat will, on the 
contrary, have greater effect. 

The Local Authority are making due preparation for the practical teaching of Physical Science 
under the new Intermediate Education programme. 

The School is showing distinct signs of recovery under its new Headmaster. Last year Mr. 
Hampton opened with ten pupils ; he now has twenty, including five hoarders, and he 
informs me that, after Christmas, he expects a substantial addition to his numbers. I am 
satisfied that the School is doing good ancl useful work, and that the character of the 
teaching is satisfactory. 

The buildings are, on the whole, in good condition. There is an appearance of damp in 
several places, which, I think, is mainly due to a slight defect in the roofing. I have called 
Mr. Hampton’s attention to the various damp spots. The bath-rooms require to be looked 
after, and the baths re-painted or enamelled. 

A proper play-field convenient to the School is badly wanted.

A sum of money was again placed at the disposal of the Head Master by Mr. R. G. M‘Crum, which provided 
a number of prizes which were distributed at the end of the school year. 
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During the year covered by this Report the Board has paid £7 to the Hon. Secretary to maintain his petty 
cash account, and £37 12s. 3d. to the Head Master to repay him portion of the money expended by him in 
paying local taxes, &c. 

The sum received by the Board from the Commissioners, after deductions under the heads of rent and 
superannuation annuities, has only amounted during the year to £19, and consequently the Head Master has 
been obliged to pay considerable sums for local taxes and repairs, which the Board have been unable to repay 
to him. 

We cannot believe that when “ the Scheme ” was sanctioned it was contemplated that these charges should 
fall upon the Head Master, and we think that some remedy should be found by His Majesty’s Government or 
bv Parliament for the unintentional wrong done to Armagh Royal School. 

We have made application to the Department of Agrifculfcure and Technical Education for assistance in 
endeavours we are making to improve the means of instruction given in Natural Science, and we believe that 
our application will be successful. 

An abstract of the accounts, last audited by the Local Government Board, is appended.

II.— Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Armagh Catholic Board of Education beg to submit the following as their report for the year ending 
August 1st, 1901. 

Four meetings of the Board were held in St. Patrick’s College, during the year. 

The following tabulated form gives the names of the present members of the Board, with the attendance 
■of each member at the meetings during the above period : 



5 Very Rev. Canon M'Geeney was co-opted at meeting held on Will December, 1900. 
t Mr. Donnelly was co-opted at meeting held on 23rd January, 1901. 


His Eminence the Cardinal Primate, Messrs. Wm. Kerr, m.d., j.p., and Patrick Lavery were unanimously 
elected as Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Honorary Secretary, respectively, for the year 1901. 

Very Rev. Canon Coyne was elected as our Representative on the Board of the Commissioners of 
Education. 

The Hibernian Bank, Armagh, continues to till the position of Treasurer to the Board. 

Very Rev. Canon Coyne, Messrs. Wm. Kerr, m.d., j.p., and Patrick Lavery were re-elected Catholic members 
of the Estates Committee. 

St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, is the only School adopted by the Board. 

The School Committee, appointed in accordance with section 47 of the Scheme, consists of His Eminence 
Cardinal Logue, Very Rev. M. Carrigy, C.M., President, St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, Rev. Thomas 
Gavin, C.M., Rev. T. J, M ‘Car thy, c.M., and Rev. J. Downey, C.M., Professors, St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. 

An examination for Free Places was held on the 26th August, 1900, in conformity with section 59 of the 
Scheme. One candidate presented himself for examination, and lie was successful. 

Very Rev. Michael Carrigy, c.M., Rev. Thomas Gavin, c.M., Rev. J. Downey, O.M., Rev. T. J'. M'Carthy, 
c.M., and Thomas Savage, Esq., constitute the teaching staff. 

The subjects of instruction given in the School are : — Latin, Greek, English, French, Algebra, Arithmetic, 
Euclid, Ancient and Modern History, Geography, Physical Geography, Natural Philosophy, Trigonometry, 
Book-keeping, Elocution, Shorthand, and Music. 

The subjects of instruction for each class are determined by the Programme of the Intermediate Board for 
•each yeai’. 

In the year ended 1st August, 1901, there were 33 pupils in the School, of whom 10 were Senior Grade, 
7 were Middle Grade, 16 were Junior Grade, and none were Preparatory Grade pupils.

Raphoe Royal School . — The number of pupils attending the Raphoe Royal School continues to be 
satisfactory. There are at present 68 on the School roll, 28 of whom are Boarders. Thirty-two were taught 
in the full subjects required to qualify under the Scheme. The names of 20 of these, together with the 
results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, will be furnished to N. D. Murphy, Esq., at inspection. 

Thirty-three pupils were entered for the Intermediate Examinations, 1901. Six pupils passed the Matri- 
culation Examination of the Royal University in June, 1901. 

The usual subjects were taught in the School. Special attention was given to Mathematics, au Assistant 
Master of high qualifications having been employed. The Board have set apart two rooms on the first floor 
of the building communicating with the Boys’ Schoolroom for a Physical and Chemical Laboratory, and have 
made arrangements for the fitting-up of these with the necessa ry apparatus subject to the approval of the Depart- 
ment for Technical Instruction. They have been promised a grant of .£10 from the Donegal County Council 
towards this purpose ; and a like sum from the Agricultural and Technical Department. In addition to the 
classes to be formed in the School, the Board propose to offer the advantages of education in practical science 
to all who wish to avail themselves of it in the district, by forming evening classes. 

Income, <&c . — A copy of tbe audited statement of accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1900, is sent 
herewith. 


Free Places . — The examination for Free Places in Raphoe Royal School was held on 17th August, 1900. 
Rev. Canon Thompson and Rev. William Scott reported that they had examined two candidates, whom they 
were satisfied should be admitted as pupils. The next examination has been duly announced to be held on 
14th August.

Alteration of the Scheme for the Ulster Royal School Endowments- 


Special Resolution unanimously adopted after due notice at the Quarterly Meeting of the 
Commissioners held on Thursday, January 16, 1902, and confirmed at Special Meeting; held on 
Thursday, February 6, 1902 : — 


Resolved : — That the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland be requested 
to alter Scheme No. 34, entitled “ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland and the Endowments 
of the Ulster Royal Schools,” as follows : — 

1. That the Scheme be altered so as to empower any Local Board, in any year, with the sanction of the 

Commissioners, to be given upon special case made by the Local Board, to defray the rent 
ordinary taxes, and cost of ordinary repair of a School managed by them under the Scheme 
out of the moneys coining to the Local Board from the Endowment of the District in respect of 
that year, notwithstanding that the School, through accidental or temporary causes, may have 
failed, during that year, to fulfil all the conditions prescribed in the First Schedule to the 
Scheme. 

2. That the Scheme he altered so as to allow the Commissioners of Education, if they shall think fit, 

to authorise a Local Board to expend such part of its Building Fund as the Commissioners shall 
think fit, for the purposes specified in Section 69 of the Scheme, or some or one of them, and 
in manner prescribed by the said Section, notwithstanding that the School be not “ qualified ” 
within the meaning of the Scheme, whenever the Commissioners are satisfied that it is bond fide 
desired .to establish a Qualified School, provided that the application, for the sanction of such 
expenditure shall be founded on a Resolution of the Local Board in question passed, at a 
meeting specially convened for the purpose, by a majority of two-thirds of the Members of the 
Local Board. 

5. That the First Schedule be altered so as to read as appears in the Schedule to this Resolution. 

4. That the Scheme be altered so us to empower the Commissioners of Education in Ireland to alter or 
modify, from time to time, the First Schedule to the Scheme, so as to bring the same into 
harmony with the system of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland for the time being.

57. Subject to the other provisions of this Scheme, from and after the expiration of the first three years, all 
the moneys paid by the Commissioners to the several Local Boards shall be applied by the said Boards 
respectively for the benefit of Inteemediate Schools fulfilling the conditions prescribed in the First Schedule 
hereto, hereinafter referred to as qualified Schools, or of pupils receiving Intermediate Education in qalified 
Schools, in the manner, and subject to the conditions, hereinafter prescribed. 

Subject to the other provisions of this Scheme, and to any special trusts and conditions upon which any part 
thereof may he received, all the moneys received by the several Local Boards under or for the purposes of this 
Scheme, from and after the expiration of the first three years, shall be expended and applied by the said Local 
Boards respectively for or towards the following purposes, or for or towards such and so many of them as to 
the said Boards respectively shall seem expedient 

la.) To maintain the buildings, furniture, appliances, and premises of the several qualified Schools 
managed by them, in good order and condition, and make such additions thereto, and such improvements 
therein, as may be required from time to time. 

(b.) To pay rents, taxes, cost of insurance, and other charges, necessarily or properly payable out ol or 
for the School premises, other than the rents in the Third Schedule mentioned, and to defray the 
necessary working expenses of the qualified Schools, and the cost of management. Provided that no 
money shall be expended by any Local Board out of the Royal School Endowments upon or for any School 
premises, unless tlie premises are vested in the Local Board or in the Commissioners, for the purposes of 
this Scheme, for a perpetual estate of freehold, or for a term of which not less than one hundred years 
shall bo unexpired. Provided further that a Local Board^ with the sanction _ of the Commn—tobe 


given upon special case made, may iu any year defray the rent, ordinary taxes, and cost of ordinary 
annual >,»« of a School managed by them under this Scheme, out of the money, coming tc .them , m

Provided that the premises upon which *** 
such expenditure shall be made shall be vested in the Local Board, or in the Commissioners for rl^ 
purposes of this Scheme, for a perpetual estate of freehold, or for a term of which not less than one’ hundr 1 
years shall be unexpived, and that the title shall have been submitted to and approved by the Commissioned 
and that the proposed expenditure shall ho sanctioned by them. Provided also, that, after the first three 
years, such expenditure shall be made only on a qualified School, or on qualified Schools, unless tl 
Commissioners are satisfied that it is bona fide desired to establish a qualified School in the premises unon 
which the proposed expenditure is to be made, and unless the application for the sanction of such expenditure 
be founded on a Resolution of the Local Board, passed at a Meeting specially convened for the purpose bv a 
majority of not less than two-thirds of the Members of the Local Board. 

The unexpended portion of each Building Fund shall bo invested by the Commissioners, and the income 
thereof shall he applied for the purposes of the Local Board for whom the same is held. 

The provisions of this clause shall apply to each sum of £2.500 authorised to be set apart as a Buildine 
Fund from the capital of the Cavan lloyai School Endowments, and also to the sums directed to be held as 
a Building Fund for the purposes of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Local Board, if the Fermanagh 
Protestant Local Board shall take the Enniskillen School premises on the terms hereinbefore contained ° 

FIRST SCHEDULE.— QUALIFIED SCHOOLS. 


The conditions to be fulfilled by a School in order that it shall be qualified to receive benefit 
from the Ulster Royal School Endowments, after the first three years mentioned in the Scheme 
and subject as hereinafter provided, shall be as follows : — 

(a.) The School shall be an Intermediate School conducted in accordance with the provisions of this 
Scheme, and shall he managed by the Local Board of the District in which it is situated, either directly 
or through a School Committee established, appointed, or recognised as prescribed in the Scheme. 

(b.) Instruction shall be regularly given in the School, throughout each School year for which a payment 
is made, in the following subjects at the least : — 

In a School for Boys — Latin ; English ; French or German ; History ; Geography ; Arithmetic j 
Algebra ; Geometry ; Experimental Science ; Drawing. 

In a School for Girls — English; Two of the following languages — Latin, French, German, Italian; 
History ; Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra or Geometry or Experimental Science, or Domestic 
Economy; Drawing. 

In a School for Boys and Girls — Same as in School for Boys. 

Provided that in any School which desires to adopt the “ Grammar School Course ” of the Intermediate 
Education Board for Ireland may be allowed, on application to the Commissioners, to substitute Greek for 
Experimental Science. 

(c.) The School, throughout each School year for which a payment is made, shall have regularly afforded 
Intermediate Education to not less than twenty pupils, each of whom shall have made not less than one 
hundred attendances as a pupil of the School on different days in the School year, and of not less than 
seven of whom shall, during the School year, havo passed iu some Grade of the Examinations of the 
Intermediate Education Board for Ireland. 

(d.) The date on which the School year shall terminate, for the purposes of this Schedule, shall be 
the first day of August in each year ; no attendance of any pupil shall he counted at morp than one School 
in the same School year ; and no pupil shall ho counted who on the last day of the School year shall be 
less than twelve or more than nineteen years of age. 

(e.) The Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant shall satisfy himself by sufficient examination 
aud inquiry, and shall report and certify that throughout each School year for which a payment is made, 
the buildings, appliances, and premises of the sc liool have been sufficient and suitable for an efficient 
Intermediate School, and have been maintained in good order, that a competent staff for the efficient 
teaching of the subjects specified in this Schedule has been employed in the School, ancl that Intermediate 
Education has been regularly afforded to the required number of pupils of the prescribed age. 

f lfiir' V ^ e n ? at ™ 3 - n ^ case w hi°h a School may he prevented, by any temporary or accidental cause from 
tulmlmg all the conditions aforesaid in any School year, the Commissioners may, for sucli.yoar dispense with the 
fulfilment of any one or more of the said conditions, upon being satisfied that the School is likely to fulfil 
tne same in the next succeeding year, but such a dispensation shall not be made for the same School for 
wo consecutive years, save for the purpose of allowing the payment of rent, ordinary taxes, and the cose 
ol ordinary annual repair, as hereinbefore provided in Section 07. 

bcliools fulfilling the conditions specified in this Schedule, and none others, shall be qualified Schools 
for the purposes ot this Scheme.
